It remains to be seen whether her Majesty's Ministers will

The system of restrictive regulations sketched by the 
Commission would, unquestionably, prove extremely harassing in 
practice, and would paralyze for some time the action of an ex- 
tensive industrial mechanism which now affords employment 
and profit to large numbers of people. Its effect upon the food 
market can hardly, perhaps, be calculated with even an 
approximation to certainty, Thatit would derange the normal 
relations of supply to demand no one can doubt, but to what 
extent no one can foretell. If it were sure to succeed in its 
object, the plan might be adopted without serious hesitation ; 
but the responsibility of enforcing it while a reasonable doubt

of the Commission have not come too late. They are based on 
the assumption that the plague can even now be suppressed, and 
they are drawn up with the single view of effecting that object.

ference, Our Continental neighbours who are most exposed 
to the invasions of the plague usually succeed, it is true, in 
extinguishing it by isolation and suppression; bat then they 
so deal with it in the first instance, and when it may be 
locally encountered. It is comparatively easy to draw a cordon 
round a frontier district, and within its narrow limits to ensure 
the observance of the strictest rules; it is a very different 
matter when the same system requires to be carried out over a 
whole kingdom. In that case the remedy is likely enough to 
be found impracticable, or, if practicable, worse than the 
disease, 

Since the Commission sat facts have been brought to ligh 
which will probably tura the thoughts of stock-owners in the 
direction rather of cure than of suppression. If it be true, as 
it has been averred on respectable authority, that in Holland 
forty-five per cent of the cattle attacked by the plague have 
recovered under one system of medical treatment, and seventy- 
three per cent under another system, the question will force 
itself upon the public mind whether the course upon which 
we are proceeding in this country might not be altered 
with some promise of success, If we cannot extirpate 
the disease by preventing contagion, may we not bring it 
under control by curative methods? Here, at least, is a 
field for very useful investigation by the Commission, We 
want to be assured of the facts, whatever they may be, that 
throw light on this point; and if the Commission present a 
second report, we trust they will deem it worth their while to 
sift whatever evidence may be offered to them on this head 
and unreservedly make the public acquainted wi

THE ROYAL ALBERT INFIRMARY, 
BISHOP-WALTHAM, 
Tre Nomber of this Journal for Angust 13, 1864, contained an 
Illustration of the ceremony of laying the foundation-stone of the 
Royal Albert Infirmary, at Bishop-Waltham, Hampshire; on which 
occasion, it may be remembered, Prince Leopold, the Queen’s youngest 
son, who is now twelve years of age, was permitted by her Majesty to 
perform the ceremony, under the guidance of Mr. Arthur Helps, the 
well-known essayist and historian, Clerk to the Privy Council, who is 
the proprietor of some estates at Bishop-Waltham, and by whose 
efforts mainly this charitable institution has been founded, The 
profits from the sale of the memoir and speeches of the late Prince 
Consort, edited by Mr. Helps, have also been devoted to the funds of 
the Bishop-Waltham Royal Infirmary. Theze circumstances partly 
explain the presence of their Royal Highnesses Princesses Helena 
and Louisa, with Prince Arthur, at the formal opening of the 
institution, on Tuesday week, and the unveiling of a statue of their 
lamented father, the gift of Mr. F. Perkins, thrice Mayor of South- 
ampton, which has been placed over the portico of the front entrance 

The Princesses and young Prince arrived by special train at noon ; 
they were met by the Mayor and Corporation of Southampton, and by 
Mr. Helps, who conducted them to his house at Vernon Hill in a cxr- 
riage and four, escorted by the Hants Mounted Rifle Volunteers, The 
streets were decorated with flags and evergreens, and the church balls 
were merrily ringing. Having taken luncheon, the Royal party went, 
at two o'clock, to the infirmary, where a large assembly was expecting 
their appearance. The Prince and Princesses, being welcomed with 
hearty cheering, seemed much pleased with their reception, and bowed 
repeatedly to the bystanders. They then alighted, and, escorted by 
Mr. Helps, walked to within a short distance of the porch facing the 
statue, which was veiled with the Royal standard. The Mayor 
and officials having been introduced to their Royal Highnesses, 
Mr. Deacon, the town clerk of Southampton, read an address, 
which stated “that the statue of the great and good Prince, 
now inseparably connected with the Royal Albert Infirmary, 
is the gift of Mr. Alderman Perkins, one of the members o 
our corporation—a corporation always conspicuous in its admiration 
of the distinguished part which the Prince Consort took in the wel- 
fare of this great country.” This address having been presente1 ani 
graciously received, the Right Rev. the Bishop of Winchester read a 
prayer composed for the occasion. When the Bishop had ceased, the 
Royal standard was drawn away from the front of the building, and 
the fine statue was revealed amid a flourish of trumpets.

Escorted again by the troop of 
Mounted Rifles, their Royal Highnesses drove back to the station, and 
returned to Windsor by a special train. 

The statue is of terra-cotta, made by Mr. Blashtield, at Stamford 
from a model by Mr. Theed, the sculptor, resembling, in its attitude 
and arrangement, the colossal bronze statue which the Queen 
inaugurated, the other day, at Coburg, another copy of which, in 
marble, has been sent to Sydney, New South Wales. The Prince is 
represented in the robes of the Garter, holding a Field Marshal's baton 
in the left hand, while the right hand points to a scroll on a pedestal, 
upon which is indented the fagade of the Crystal Palace of 1851. The 
pedestal has upon it a medallion portrait of cer Majesty, and a wreath 
of flowers is entwined round the pedestal. The colour of the terra- 
cotta statue is of a warm buff, like Caen stone; and the outlines of 
the features and the details are beautifully wrought. The figure, 
inclusive of the plinth on which it stands, is 7 ft. 2in. high. It has 
been burnt in one piece, is without flaw, and is as hard as black 
marble. The materials used in the formation of the statue are clays — 
from the estate of Mr. Arthur Helps at Bishop-Waltham and 
from the Marquis of Exeter's pit at Wakerley—mixed with felspar and 
Lynn sand. 

The building of the Royal Albert Infirmary is of red brick, in the 
Gothic style of architecture, situated on the downs overlooking the 
town of Bishop-Waltham, which is a thriving place, about equally 
distant from Winchester and Southampton. The institution will hold 
an intermediate and much-needed place between the county or town 
hospital and the Cottage Infirmary, The design was prepared by Mr. 
R. Uritchlow, and the building will contain twenty beds. The con- 
tract was for £2661 14s. 6d., and the expenses of fitting up will raise 
the amount required to at least £3800. Towards this sam donations 
amounting to £2218 15s. 10d. have been promised, and a considerab!e 
sum is still required to maintain the infirmary in permanent usefulness,

FOREIGN AND COLONIAL NEWS, 


FRANCF. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 
‘ Panis, Thursday, Nov. 16, 

THE autumnal festivities at Compidgne have at length commenced. 
The Court turned its back on St. Cloud on Sunday ofucueen, and on 
the following day the Emperor was entertaining the authorities of 
the little town of Compiégne at a banquet in the Galerie des Fétes 
of the Imperial chiteau. On Tuesday the first party of guests 
arrived, Among these were Princess Bachiocci, Prince and Princesses 
Murat—including, of course, Princess Anna and her fiancé, the Duke 
de Mouchy; the Duke and Duchess of Magenta; the Spanish, 
Turkish, and Mexican Ministers; M. Baroche, Minister of Justice ; 
Baron Haussmann, roi de Paris; M. Leaseps, of Canal 
pow mee M, Leverrier, the astronomer; Violet Leduc, the 
archeologist; and Prosper Merimée, the author who, after 
he style of courtly writers of former times, has composed a 
poem in honour of the Empress, which he recited on her birthday 
(yesterday) in the Imperial presence. In addition to the foregoiag, 
there are among the Compiégne guests a score or so of distinguished 
fashionables and military and naval celebrities, with the Prince 
Imperial’s favourite playfellow, the young son of Dr. Connean, the 
Court physician. 

Another of those few remaining links which connect the new 
empire with the old has snapped during the past week. M. Dapin, 
the great French jurist and clever public speaker, who, in course of 
his long career, had been Grand Batonnier of the Paris Bar, President 
of the Chamber of Deputies under Louis Philippe, and of the 
Legislative Assembly under the Republic, Procureur- Général 
at the Court of Cassation, Grand Cross of the Legion of 
Honour, member of the Institute and of the Academy, and Senator, 
died at Paris, at midnight, on the 9th inst., at the advanced age of 
eighty-three, His funeral took place on Monday, at the Church 
of St. Clotilde. Two battalions of the line were present—one at 
the head, the other at the rear, of the cortéze. Over the black 
drapery of his coffin hung his senatorial mantle, on which was placed 
the cap of the deceased Procureur-Général. His decorations, resting 
on a crimson velvet cushion, were borne by a master of the ceremonies. 
The Emperor sent the Coun: de Nienwerkerke to act as his representa- 
tive. Most of the Ministers of State, with deputations from the 
Senate, the Corps Législatif, the Cour Impériale, the Court of 
Cassation, the Institute, the Academy, and the Paris Bar, with rela- 
tives and crowds of friends, were present at the ceremony, [A 
memoir of M. Dupin is given in the Obituary column. ] 

The Pope has found out at last that the Emperor of the French is, 
beyond question, in earnest. Up to the time I write, four French 
frigates—the Gomer, the Labrador, the Eldorado, and the Mogador— 

ve arrived at Toulon and Port Vendrea, from Civita Vecchia, with 
men, horses, and munitions of war, forming a portion of the first 
detachment of return troops from the Papal territory. 

An Imperial decree was published this morning for the reduction of 
the army. The following are its main points :—Seven battalions of 
the Imperial Guard are to be abolished. The 6th squadron of the 
cavalry of the guard and of the line, 200 companies of the infantr 
of the line, and forty batteries of artillery are also to be ab hed. 
The carabineers, reduced to one regime will form part of the guard, 
Some other reductions of less importance will also take place, Taree 
new battalions of Algerian riflemen will be formed, 

M. Delangle has been appointed Procurator-Général of the Cou:t of 
Cassation. 

The Moniteur publishes a report addressed to the Emperor by the 
Minister of Public Instruction recommending that the Universal 
Exhibition of 1867 shall not be limited to manifesting the progress of 
industry and the fine arts, but shall also show the progress made in 
literature and science during the last twenty years, in so far as they 
affect the advancement of civilisation and national well-being. 

The Emperor, on the recommendation of the Minister of Justice, 
has granted pardons or reductions of punishment to ninety convict 
of the bagne at Toulon who had distinguished themselves by their 
devotedness during the late epidemic in that town and neigh »ourhood, 

The publication of the correspondence of Napoleon L. has boen sus- 
pended, for want of money. Last year the supplementary credit 
which Prince Napoleon requested, in the name of the Imperial Com- 
mission of which he is president, was refused. The sum annually 
granted is £4000; but the Prince has pushed the work beyond 
this expenditure ; and, as M, Fould is looking for thousands in all 
directions, his Imperial Highness and his printers must pause; and 
the readers who have studied this extraordinary correspondence 
as far as it has been made public must restrain their curiosity for the 
remainder.

GERMANY. 

Baron von Beust, the Saxon Minister for Foreign Affairs, has sent 
a despatch to the representatives of Saxony at Vienna and Berlin, in 
reference to the steps taken by the great German Powers at Frankfort, 
and in reply to verbal complaints made by the Austrian and Prussian 
Ministers about the attitude of the Saxon . Baron von Beust 
claims for the Federal Diet the right to decide what steps may be 
necessary and legitimate to be pursued towards the Frankfort Senate ; 
and as to the attitude of the Saxon press, he says, “ Before replying 
to the reproach that the Saxon Government does not check these 
hostile tendencies, I must first wait to see if Prussia will forbid the 
Prussian press advocating the destruction of the Saxon monarchy.”

MELBOURNE, Sept. 26.

I regret to have 
to inform you that, at the present moment, we are living under a kind 
of provisional directory—a despotism of the worst and most lawless 
description, because irresponsible. The Ministry, backed by a majority 
of the Assembly, and supported, I regret to , by his Excellency

THE INSURRECTION IN JAMAICA, 


THE insurrection in Jamaica of which we gave a short account in a previous 
Number, seems to have been a premature outbreak, resulting from the arrest 
of one of the conspirators who was to figure in a general rising of natives on 
Christmas Day next. A number of men, some of influence, had been trave!- 
ling the country for some time, addressing meetings on the subject of negro 
wrongs, telling them they were oppressed and ground down by taxes. Ths 
excited the people, and they determined to seize the land from the land- 
owners, white and coloured, and, after killing the males and children, t> 
share the land and women amongst themselves, A leading man of the party 
was wanted for some crime, and on an attempt being made to arrest him he 
raised a revolt in his district. Some barbarous murders were perpetrated 
by the rebels, they having in the remote and rade districts almost gone back 
to their savage state. Many of the bodies of their victims were terribly 
mutilated. 

The volunteers and troops fought well, and by vigorous measures pnt down 
the rebellion. The black soldiers of the West India regiments were loyal and 
trustworthy; and on one or two plantations the negro labourers teok up 
arms in defence of the managers and their families. 

More than 200 rebels have been shot or executed. Paul Bogle, the heal of 
the rebel party, was captured on the 24th of October, and brought in by the 
maroons, a reward of 2000 dols. having been offered for his head, dead or alive. 
Gordon, the instigator of the rising, was tried condemned to death on the 
2ist, and hanged on the 23rd. Several arrests have been made in Kingszon. 

The disaffection, from the latest and most trustworthy accounts, has not 
only been prevented from spreading, but the rebellion in great measure 
subdued. The majority of the rioters, including most ef the ringleaders, have 
been killed or taken. 

Five hundred troops had arrived from Barbadoes and gone up to the dis- 
turbed districts, 

An account of the outbreak is given in the following letter :— 

“A special session met in the Courthouse, Morant Bay, on Oct. 11, and 
the majority of the respectable inhabitants of the parish were present. This 
was the time chosen by the rebel leaders for the murderous outbreak ; and 
accordingly large numbers of people collected round the Courthouse with 
every weapon of offence and defence they could muster. Baron von Ketelholdt 
read the Riot Act, and, the mob not dispersing, the volunteers fired a volley. 
This appeared to be a signal for a general outbreak, and with unearthly yells 
and shouts tore round the Courthouse the now infuriated negroes. The 
Custos, with magistrates and volunteers, retired into the Courthouse, and the 
| armed force kept up firing through the windows. Unfortunately, ammu- 
| nition was short, there being only two rounds each. On the shooting 
| down of the people, the mob separated, and during their absence Georges and 
| a few others escaped from the Courthouse, but were seen and = The 
mob, now augmented and more furious, surrounded the Courthouse and put 
the fire-stick to it in order to drive out or consume the people. Most of the 
inmates tried to make their escape by the door; but as each approached the 
| entrence he was butchered by the ruffianlv insurgents. The Baron wasamong 
| the first to come ont, and he was literally cut to pieces. His right hand was 
| cut off, joint by joint ; his head was cleft in two; his brains were mixed with 

rum and drunk by his murderers; his body, stripped of all save his socks, 
| was left expoeed in the strect. Black Price, merely on account of his 
| ass ciation with white people, was subjected to the most appalling 

indignities, After his body had been cut up with cutiasses, he was 

held on bis feet while the women cut out his bowels and strewed 
| them on the street. Pareon Herschel had his tongue cut out before he was 
dead. Georges escaped with two gunshot wounds in his leg. The insurgents 
took all the guns and ammuaition from the murdered volunteers and police, 
and then, with yelling imprecations and anathemas on the white man and 
his race, commenced the work of demolition and destruction. Morant Bay is

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THERE can be no doubt that the opinion of the great middle 
Clazs, upon the subject of Parliamentary reform, is that a full 
and satisfactory inquiry should precede even an announce- 
ment of legislation, That class, which has everything to lose 
by a mismanagement of the question, is perfectly reasonable in 
regard to an extension of the franchise, It does not urge, selfishly, 
that the frenchise is at present deposited in the keeping of 
those to whom it can best be trusted, nor does the middle class 


imitate theexample frequently shown by theextremes, and resolve 
to make fight for its own order. Admitting that not only are 
there many anomalies which disfigure our representative system, 
and that there is a large number of persons who may fairly 
| claim the privilege of voting, if privilege it is decided to be, 
| the great educated and intelligent mass is ready to discuss all 
| reasonable proposals, But it refuses to have any questions 
begged; and it is equally firm in objecting to deal with a 
great subject in the admitted absence of safe statistics. 

Sir Morton Peto, who was chosen for Bristol at the general 
election, and who has since visited America for the purpose 
among others, no doubt, of informing himself more fully upon 
American politics, has just delivered a speech in which the 
suggestions made by this Journal upon the reform question have 
been enforced with much ability. Sir Morton Peto is an 
unexceptionable witness on the subject. He is a Non- 





conformist and an advanced Liberal, and he has an intimate 
acquaintance with the working orders. In adverting, at Bristol, 
to the probable intentions of the Ministry, Sir Morton 
professed a thorough confidence in Earl Russell, whose 
devotion to liberality and progress has been the history of 
his life. It was, the speaker urged, perfectly safe to leave 
reform to the keeping of the new Premier, whose conduct 
was not now in the least likely to belie the promises of so many 
years spent in his country’s service. But Sir Morton declared 
that he should be best satisfied with a thorough preliminary 
investigation into the condition of the franchise as it at 
present exists, Like a man of business, he is obviously averse to 
committing himself to any deductions from imperfect or inaccu- 
rate data, and he cannot forget the ludicrously worthless returns 
which were served up to the House of Commons as materials for 
legislation the last time that Paliament asked, not very unrea- 
sonably, for a sort of conspectus of the borough franchise, Sir 
Morton Peto appears to think that a Commission would be the 
most available machinery for procuring the information which is 
desired, and we concur with him in thinking that by this 
means sounder results would be obtained than by any Parlia- 
mentary Committee. We shail be glad to hear that the Cabinet 
has resolved upon a course which will not only be most acceptable 
to the class chiefly interested in the settlement of the reform 
question, but one which that class has a right to dictate ; for, 
while the acquisition of a new franchise may be a legitimate 
object of ambition in those who do not now vote, it is 
evident that the loss of political power by those who now 
hold it is a much weightier matter. When we consider that 
basty or careless legislation will infallibly disturb all the real 
interests of society, and that there is really no limit to the 
mischief which may be wrought to a commercial country by the 
unwise introduction of fresh influence into the Constitution, it 
surely behoves the Government in the very first instance to 
provide for the fairest hearing on behalf of those who have 
hitherto proved themselves loyal depositories of power, who 
have supported every Administration that pursued an onward 
cotrse, who have patiently borne extraordinary taxation that 
their poorer fellow-citizens might be exempt, and who certainly 
stand well in the eye of the nation which is alleged to desire 
that a transfer of power should take place. 
Sir Morton Peto's speech has provoked the anger of those who 
dwell in extremes. This shows how very little the agitation 
which those classes endeavour to get up has to do with real 
statesmanship, It is either sheer restlessness or the result 
of a paltry desire for notoriety on the part of certain 
insignificant personages. It is not that the country is in 
a hurry—it is only a section that is in a hurry, lest it 
should be forgotten while the country is advancing. As 
Sir Morton Peto observed, it is of no consequence whatever 
whether a reform bill be passed this year or the next, 
but it is of the greatest consequence that the bill should 
be a sound bill. But the eager party cannot see this, Only 
pull down something and set up something while they are “to 
the fore,” and while they proclaim themselves champions, and 
they will be satisfied. Take time to ascertain exactly what 
kind of legislation is wanted, and we are told of throwing cold 
water on the hopes of thousands. Now, it should be under- 
stood that it is not the extreme party who will be allowed to 
carry any Reform Bill, That will be due to the liberality of 
moderate men and to the wisdom of the statesmen who repre- 
sent the thinkers of England. 

A word ought to be said also to some who are doing their 
best to arouse the great middle class against any change what- 





ever, and are thereby doing injury to the Liberal cause, and 
to the class which must be respected for its laudable ambition 
to exercise a certain office, although it could be wished that 
the class in question had clearer views of the object of the 
franchise itself. But in the mean time, and while so many are 
unable to see that a vote means neither a right nor a privilege, 
but is only part of the machinery for getting at a result, 
those whose claims are at least as good as anyone 
else’s ought not to be baffled by the ridiculous policy 
of their so-called friends, At this moment a noisy, 
if not an influential, section of the extreme party cla- 
mours for manhood suffrage, Now, as this is as likely to be 
conceded as a community of goods, or a law permitting poly- 
gamy and polyandry, it is cruel and treacherous on the part of 
those who know this in their hearts to interpose this wild and 
offensive proposal, It is needless to give a reason why man- 
hood suffrage is simply impossible ; the instinct of every rational 
man will tell him, and if it does not, let him stand for half 
an hour at any street corner in a low district or join a 
mob on Lord Mayor's Day. He will then see very clearly 
why Englishmen will never give political power to a certain 
class, notwithstanding that they are “born Britons,” and are 
as yet “ unconvicted of crime.” It is surely needless to pursue 
this argument ; but we would appeal in sincerity to those who 
are supposed to have influence with the men of extremes, and 





we would invite them to cause such fanatical folly to be dis- 
continued, We do not know that there is anything so likely to 
set the middle class against all changes as a conviction that 
any change is regarded by a large number as means to an end, 
and that end universal suffrage, We have not reali the 
American story for nothing.

The Rector then 
entered into the details of the measure, and the resolution was carried unani- 
mouely. The Rev. Dr. Hume, Canon M‘Neile, and other gentlemen spoke in 
javour of the p plan ; and before the close of the proceedings Mr. Torr 
eaid that a sum amounting to £20,000 had been promised towards the object 
the meeting had in view. 


On £unday morning the Dean of Carlisle, in preaching his 
first sermon as Incumbent of the parish of St. Mary, Carlisle, explained the

Mr. James Stansfeld, the member for Halifax, presented, 
yesterday, to the candidates from the Manchester Mec hanics’ Institution who 
were successful at the late Government and Society of Arts examinations, the 
prizes, medals, and certificates which have been awarded to them. 


A silver salver and tankard have been presented to the 
Mavoress of Gateshead, Mrs. J. C. Johnson, as “ a memento of the birth of a 
child during the mayoralty of her husband.” We recorded last week two 
presentations of a like nature. 


Dr. Manning, Roman Catholic Archbishop of Westminster, 
laid the corner-stone of a Catholic institute and infant school in Salford last 
Saturday. The building is to cost £2000. In the course of his address on the 
cccasion, Dr, Manning expressed a hope that ere long a Catholic university 
would be established in England. 


The Caistor new life-boat, presented by the town of Bir- 
mingham to the National Life-boat Institution, was instrumental last week in 
bringing safely intu port the brig Raven, of London, and her crew of ten 
bende, The Parsee life-boat of this institution was the means of ae 
twenty-one lives from the ship Orso, of North Shields, which went ashore 
Polling, on the Norfolk coast,on Monday night. The Whitburn life-boat of 
the same institution aleo succeeded, on Tuesday evening, in rescuing the crew 
of six mcn of the schooner Token, of Jersey, which had gone on Whitbura 
Rocks. 


The Registrar-General of Scotland has recorded in his 
monthly return for the eight principal towns of that country the births of 
$121 children, thé deaths of 2233 persons, and 656 marriages, in the month of 
October. All these numbers are above the average, the deaths as much above 
it as 297, allowing for increase of population ; andall are the highest numbers 
registered in October since civil registration began, in 1855. 


A deputation has waited on Sir John Howley at his residence 
in Upper Fitzwilliam-street, Dublin, for the purpose of presenting him with 
a service of plate, a complimentary address from the nobility, gentry, 
magistrates, and inhabitants of the county of Tipperary, in token of their 
appreciation of the important services rendered by him during the thirty 
years he held the office of chairman of that county. The address was read by 
Mr. Robert Cole Bowen, High Sheriff. 


The new Mayor of Liverpool, Mr. John Farnworth, on the 
evening of his election to the civic chair, gave a chggue for £1500 tewards 
the liquidation of the debt on Wesley Chapel, U Stanhope- street—the 
chapel which his Worship usually attends. He also gave 1000 guineas towards 
the erection of new schools opened last week in Windsor-street, besides £1500 
towards another chapel movement in Toxteth Park, making altogether 
£4050 within a very short period. 


Sir Charles Wood, the Secretary for India, met with an 
accident in the hunting-field on Thursday week. The Right Hen. Baronet 
was thrown from his horse, and, it is said, was taken up insensible. We 
learn, however, that the accident is not so serious as it was at first 
imagined.-The Halifax testimonial to the right hon. gentleman will 
shortly be mted. S.r Charles Wood represen the borough in Parlia- 
ment uninterruptedly from the time it was enfranchised by the passing of the 
Refoim Bill until the late general election. It has been decided that the sum 
contributed (about £850) shall be invested in a testimonial of silver plate. 


A few days since Dr. French, the medical officer of health 
for Liverpool, addressed a letter to Mr. R. Hutchinson, who was formerly 
Mayor of that town, pointing out the evil effects, both physical and moral, 
of the practice smongst the Irish Roman Catholic poor of keeping the deat 
for days and nights in the apartments of the living, and suggesting as a 
remedy the provision of mortuary chapels, wherein at certain and frequent 
times during the short interval between death and burial the mourners could 
be allowed to see the body. . Hutchinson has, at his own expense, under- 
taken to erect a chapel of the kind in the north district of Liverpool, to be 
placed under the care of the Roman Catholic Bishop and clergy. 


Braemar has lately been visited by an invasion of a very 
annoying kind, as a colony, or rather an army, of rats has migrated into the 
mountain land, and are swarming in myriads over the district. Every home- 
stcad, farmyard, and barn is teeming with them, and the destruction done to 
property in many cases is tremendous. The shopkeepers suffer most —whole 
webs of cloth cut through and through, and sweets and fruit disappearing at 
fabulous rates. One man living in a bothy in the wilds of Glencailater has 
been under the necessity of leaving the domicile, The voracious creatures, 
haying disposed of all the eatables, attacked the bed and cut up the blankets 
and bedding piecemeal. At Invercauld a number of sheepskins were eaten.

union, a dinner under the presidency of the Right Hon. Sir J. 8. Pakington, 
and a soirée. At the morning meeting, at which Mr. Pakington presided, 
after the general business of the union had been transacted, Caeitenham was, 
on the motion of Sir J. 8. Pakington, fixed on for next year’s meeting. The 
chief subject discussed was “ On the new Minute of the Committee of Council 
on Education for encouraging the Teaching of Elementary Drawing in 
Evening Classes,’ which was introduced by Mr. Buckmaster, who had been 
sent down frcm the Committee of Council for the purpose.

RESTORATION OF THE CHURCH OF 8ST. CROSS, 
WISCHESTER, 


WE lately noticed the reopening, vy, the Bishop of Winchester, of the 
ancient Church of St. Cross, at Winchester, which has undergone a 
thorough restoration since the Rev. L. M. Humbert, the present 
Master of St. Cross succeeded the Rev. Earl of Guilford a 
few years ago.

The 
altar-railing and lectern are executed by Messrs. Hart and Son, from 
Mr. Butterfield’s designs. The former is of wrought iron, painted 
black and picked out with gold—the gift of Major South; the latter, 
an elaborate piece of work in brass, is the gift of Mrs. Waddington. 

The church, though small in dimensions—being internally 124 ft. 
in length from east to west, 115 ft. broad at the transepts, and 57 ft. 
high to the vaulting, which is stone-groined throughont—is quite a 
little cathedral in its plan and proportions; and, when fully restored, 
will be one of the most complete works of its kind that we have, Our 
Hlustration is from a photograph by Mr. Savage, of Winchester, who 
devotes all the profits of the sale of his photographs to the fund for 
providing a new pulpit. 


Aw “exhibition of water-colour drawings,” proposed to be renewed 
annually, has lately been opened at No. 7, Haymarket, formerly the 
Scandinavian Gallery. Although the larger proportion of the present 
contents of this gallery has not before been submitted to public view, 
the drawings are not the direct contributions of the several artists, 
but have been collected for exhibition and sale by Mr. M‘Lean, the 
well-known dealer and print-publisher. Nevertheless, the collection, 
though not extensive, is sufficiently fresh, choice, and varied to claim 
notice and repay a visit. 

The lover of water-colour art must always welcome—if only to renew 
acquaintance with—the works of some of the early masters; and 
the more welcome are they when they can be compared with 
the latest productions of the school. The visitor will, then, 
be content to find here examples of such deceased painters as David 
Cox, Copley Fielding, and W. Hunt. The first is illustrated most 
variously of the three :— when his manipulation was carefully imitative 
and comparatively complete ; when, later, it was more simply indica- 
tive, and at the same time more poetical and impressive; and whea, 
finally, it had apparently become quite slovenly, a most defiant 
* blottesque ” on “ sugar-paper,” yet when still was it most grand and 
suggestive. The more delicate and graceful, if artificial, part of 

pley Fielding’s range of power is pleasantly exemplified in a draw- 
ing of “Sussex Downs.” Nor, in our too violent reaction from classical 
conventionality, must we ignore the sweet, mellow tone and skill of 
arrangement in Barrett's “ Composition.” In announcing, with little or 
nocomment, that the following well-known artists are represented in fair 
average examples we shall, we trust, have done all as regards them that 
can be expected by the reader till the time arrives for revising impressions 
at the ordinary exhibitions, viz.—Messrs. T. M. Richardson (‘ Gate 
of S. Giovanni, Rome,” a large, powerful, and good example), J. 
Holland (“ Venice,” en a finer work than the artist has exhibited 
the last few years), E. Duncan (a capital storm-piece), Carl Haag, 
J. Gilbert (“ Launcelot Gobbo and his Father,” and “Scene from 
* Gil Blas’”), E. Warren (“ Spring,” one of the attractions of the last 
exhibition of the Institute), W. ens and Birket Foster (several 
drawings, of which the best are the quietest in tone —see No. 108— 
and least iaboured with the point of the pencil). “The Refectory,” 
by G. Cattermole, we shall engrave. There are drawings also by 
some of the last-elected members of the two societies in Pall-mall, of 
which we may mention “ A Dancing Nautch Girl,” by E. Lundgren— 
vigorous, but heavy and horny in tone ; a buxom lassie, reading with 
much deliberation “A Love Letter,” by W. Lucas; “ Lucerne, the 
Cathedral Bridge,” by A. Humt—too broken and uniformly glittering in 
effect ; and “ Taking Possession,” by F. Walker—a Cochin-China cock 
with his two hens marching into a farmyard, amid various manifesta- 
tions of fear, suspicion, and jealousy from the old resideats—a drawing 
very unequal in merit. ‘ 

In the General Exhibition of Water-Colour Drawings at the 
Egyptian Hall everyone was surprised at the large amount of pre- 
viously almost unknown talent; and this mast be the case—so 
greatly has the appreciation and cultivation of this branch of art 
increased, and so exclusive are the old-established societies—in every 
unrestricted exhibition. It must not, however, be expected in a col- 
lection such as this, formed to meet « demand which is too generally 
not for excellence so much as mere names. There are, notwith- 
standing a few meritorious drawings here, by comparatively little- 
known artists—as, for instance, H. T. Greene’s “ Nutting,” noticeable 
for its rich autumnal colour; “ Meditation,” by J. D, Linton (son of 
the engraver), distinguished by tender feeling; G. Hall’s “ Stormy 
Day,” an excellent drawing, in the style of Duncan—the foaming sea, 
the pile on pile of “ dirty” clouds, and the little rift of blue sky bein 
very truthfully sendesel ; a pretty youn girl, with her milking- if 
by G. Kilburne; and “The Park,” b w F. Stocks. We conclude 
with two or three drawings by artists better known as oil painters— 
namely,“ The Tomb of Dante,” by F. Dillon; “The Harvest-field,” 
by C. Rossiter, very true to nature, saving a little photographic 
hardress; and clever reproductions, in water-colours, by us 
Stone, of two of his illustrations to “ Our Mutual Friend.”

THE FARM, 


THE first Report of the Rinderpest Commissioners has appeared at last. 
It begins by stating that the disease broke out in Islington, Hackney, 
and Lambeth, and was traceable in all three instances to cows bought 
in the metropolitan market on June 19; and that, on Oct, 14, it had 
extended into TR English counties, two Welsh, and sixteen 
Scotch, and was still advancing. After enumerating the murrains of 
history, and the attempts made to arrest them, the Commissioners 
proceed with their ee As they feel what an amount of 
opposition their proposal to suspend for a limited time the removal of 
store cattle from place to place would engender, they endeavour to 
modify it by a series of alternative suggestions, which may be found 
elsewhere, and in which branding, magistrates’ licenses, and penalties 
figure most formidably. One of the best is their protest against the 
present power of the inspector to seize and destroy, as, in proportion 
as the disease spreads, “ the inevitable waste increases, and the sense of 
hardship becomes insupportable.” They evidently consider that while 
Government allows its officers to wield the poleaxe so recklessly, a 
great State bill is being equitably incurred, and, in fact, they say as 
much, They would also slaughter beasts directly on their arrival, 
allow no grazing on commons or uninclosed lands, and adopt the 
Prussian system as the best safeguard for Ireland. Seven members 
of the commission sign this report, and four send in a separate one, to 
the effect that they agree in the alternative propositions, and not in 
the total suspension of store-cattle movements. 

Lord Spencer and Mr. Sewell Read think that store cattle may be 
permitted to move from the farm of the seller to that of the buyer, 
if they have a certificate of freedom from disease and of a sufficient 
term of residence from a justice of the peace. Mr. M‘Clean, the twelfth 
member of the committee, dissents from the report in tofo. He considers, 
taking the Government returns as his guide for four months, that the 
ravages of the disease have been enormously exaggerated, and that, 
calculating the horned cattle in Great Britain at 7,000,000, exactly 
one per day has died for every 116,000, and that 166 sound cattle have 
been imported per day d that time for everyone that died of 
disease. He also gives sev other reasons why no further restric- 
tions are desirable. 

Many fa:mers will be disposed to believe that the professional 
panic-mongers and the butchers (who have driven materfamilias 
almost to despair by their extortions) have made the worst of thiogs, 
and that many cases of common disease getinto thereturns. The vete- 
rinary profession, to judge from their tone, are fearfully indignant 
that a cowherd or a shepherd should give an opinion, or, in fact, any- 
ore who has not paseed the college. Still, Lord Bury’s testimony of 
last week cannot be set aside by mere professional jealousy, as the 
veterinaries still “stand helpless before a diseased cow ;” and however 
“ amusing” it may appear, the other side should have a fair trial with 
ro poleaxe inspector to thwart them.

ECHOES OF THE WEEK. 

AT the bottom of this horrible black business in Jamaica, with its 
worse than sepoy-like atrocities and its utter indefensibility—for 
provocation to revolt was wholly wanting—there may lurk, un- 
suspected save by a very few, a predisposing cause, an element of 
savagery and fanaticism, as powerful for evil in its way as the 
“ Deen, Deen!” or faith-cry of the Mohammedans, and the vege- 
tarian superstitions of the Hindoos. In one of the accounts of the 
outbreak at Morant Bay I read that “several cases of ‘ greased 
cartridg ’ were reported as reasons for disaffection among the 
blacks.” This is sheer nonsense. The negro has a religious antipathy 
neither for the fat of hogs, nor sheep, nor cows. He is much nearer @ 
cannibal than a vegetarian. 

What, then, isthis mysterious predisposing cause, this element of evil ? 
Tam afraid that, when I mention it, I shall not be adding appreciably to 
the general stock of knowledge. it is “ Vaudouism.” t do not evea 
know whether I am spelling the word correctly. The infernal mystery 
of the “ Vaudou” is far above the niceties of mar. But what is 
Vaudouism? It may be best described as “ Sbeah ” disguised under 
aveil of fictitious civilisation. The Parliamentary bluebooks on the 
abolition of slavery between 1812 and 1838 will tell you all about 
Obeah ; how, in certain cases, the maleficent deity was propitiated by 
hanging a negro woman up to a tree by her thumbs and beating her 
to death with tamarind-bushes; and how, in others, the sacrificial 
rites were not complete without libations from the skull of a new-born 
baby filled with rum and blood, These are no gobemouche stories. 
You will find them all duly set down in the bulky records of trials for 
Obeahism presented, by the Sovereign’s command, to both Houses of 
Parliament. 

With slavery the overt practice of Obeah disappeared from the 
British West India colonies, The negroes ceased to be banded 
together in large bodies ; they became more or less isolated squatters, 
or loafers about the cities, where it was difficult and dangerous to 
practice the horrid incantations of the sect. The old slavewomen, 
who had been the chief possessors of its mysteries, faded away. But 
as Obeah died out Vaudouism crept in. me say it was imported 
from Hayti, and that Faustin Soulouque was a noted Vaudou ; others 
that it came from Louisiana, I remember being told by a lady of 
New Orleans that nothing was more common in families than to find 
black Vaudou nurses and cooks. Not much attention was paid to their 
vagaries on this head, and Americans coming to Louisiana from the 
north were accustomed to regard the Vaudou as a harmless super- 
stition. The creoles, however, have never ceased to dread it as 
something undefined yet ominous, Even among the blacks 
themselves, to be suspected of Vaudouism was to be held a kind of 
loup-garou or wehr-wolf. In that same Hayti, of which I spoke anon, 
and in the town of Port-au-Prince, not twelve months since, two men 
and a woman were guillotined for Vaudouism, They had kidnapped 
a young girl, tortured her to death, and offered her up to their unknown 
deity. This very summer, too, I was enabled to witness among the 
negroes at Algiers a mild kind of Vaudouism. In French Africa, 
however, the rites do not go beyond the sable devotees munching the 
leaves of the prickly pear, licking red-hot pokers, and, now and then, 
cutting the throat of anold hen or knocking a worn-out cow oa 
the head. 

Depend upon it, the Vaudou has something to do with the uprising 
of the blacks in Jamaica. Its most perilous feature is, that no white 
man can tell with precision what Vaudouism really is. A Vaudou 
may appear a perfectly peaceable black man. e may send his 
children to Sunday-school, and be himself an attendant at a 
Methodist chapel; but every now and then the cloven foot 
of the real Vaudou peeps out, Then it means always the same 
thing. Rum and gunpowder in a cocoanut-shell to begin with; 
next human blood in a calabash ; then outrage, plunder, “ chopping 
ce buckra up fine"—anything you choose to mention. Perhaps 
ee may think it philosophical to laugh at Vaudouism, and to 

old that the subscriber has been filling you with tales full of sound 
and fury, signifying nothing. Laugh on; but your humble servant, 
who has a pretty strong memory, can remember when, less than nine 
years since, everybody was laughing at some wild stories told about 
certain lotus flowers and “ chupatties,” which were being mysteriously 
circulated among the natives in our Indian empire. And, let me see, 
what year was it the Sepoy mutiny took place ? 

An unconscionable time have I been talking about this weird and 
unholy INuminatism among the blacks; but these vague echoes may 
serve some day as data for much bigger folk than I to write upon. 
And I have just one word more to say about the Jamaican business. 
Did you ever read such bald, rambling, cloudy, incoherent accounts 
as those which have reached us, as yet, from the distracted colony ? 
Can anyone make head or tail of the despatch of the military gen- 
tleman sent in command of her Majesty's forces from Kingston? The 
only parrative approaching lucidity in its style is the letter of 
“ Antilles” in the New Fork Daily News, and that, unfortunately, is 
not trustworthy. Now, don't you think we should have been rather 
better off for information had we p in the British West 
Indies a few of those gentlemen whom the Saturday Review sneera at 
as “Luca Fa Prestos” and the “mutes of journalism”? ‘As 
it happens, the London press has no professional correspondents in the 
Antilles ; and the intelligence we receive by the West India mail is 
eas made re in the most slovenly manner for English readers 

Vith this, I will leave the somewhat invidious toast of “our noble 
selves” to speak for itself.

THE FENIANS, 

STEPHENS, the Fenian Head Centre in Ireland, has been arrested. He 
was captured, with Rickham, Duffy, and Brophy, on Saturday morning, in 
@ house which he had taken, under the name of Herbert, in the suburbs 
of Dublin. When pounced upon by the police they were found to be 
well supplied with all the necessaries of life. The prisoners were brought 
up at the police court in the course of the day and remanded, Stephens 
ostentatiously declaring that he would not employ any attorney in the 
matter. Stephens and his companions were re-examined on Tuesday and 
Wednesday, Evidence was given of their connection with the Fenian 
organisation, and it was shown by documents found in Stephens’s house 
that he had been in communication with the prisoners already com- 
mitted for trial, through the medium of an attorney named Nolan; and, in 
fact, was taking a in the management of their defence. . 
named Scholfield, who had been sent to Dublin by the British Consul in New 
York, proved that certain documents produced, but not read, were in the 
handwriting of John O'Mahony, the head of the movement in America. At 
the conclusion of the evidence the magistrate asked the prisoners if they 
wished to say anything. Stephens said he did not intend to obtain legal 
assistance, because in ans a plea or defence of any kind he should be 
recognising British law, and he deliberately and conscientiously repudiated 
the right or even the existence of British law in Ireland. He defied and 
despised any punishment that could be inflicted upon him. Brophy said he 
merely wished to deny a report in the nm pers that he had a ded, 
‘The other prisoners intimated that they would say nothing. They were all 
fully committed for trial at the special commission on the 27th inst.

e 1 letter ; but refused it in reference to the police-court reports. 
The Lord Chief Justice, Justice Fitzgerald, and Justice O'Brien held that 
newspapers were privileged to publish police reports; while Mr. Justice 
Hayes held they were not, and would have granted a conditional order in 
reference to the police reports also. 

The detectives Hughes and Doyle, who aided in the capture of Stephens and 
in other Fenian arrests, were shot at, on Sunday evening, while they were 
entering the police office in Exchange-court, off Dame-street. Hughes was 
struck by a ball in the shoulder and Doyle was wounded near the spine. The 
shots were supposed to have been fired from a window of the house formerly 
oceupied by opper, the tailor, who is in custody on the charge of Fenianism. 
It has been decided to arm the division to which Hughes and Doyle belong, 
the men, it appears, thaving applied to the Government for revolvers, “ for 
the purpose of protecting themselves against assassination.”

THE LATE WILLIAM VINCENT 
WALLACE. 
Tuts lamented musician was a native of Ireland. 
He was born at Waterford, on the Ist of June, 
1814. His father was bandmaster of the 29th 
Regiment of the Line—an excellent performer 
on several instraments—by whose instructions 
the youth profited so well that, before he was 
fifteen, he was appointed organist of Thurles 
Cathedral. He was born with an irresistible 
propensity fer travelling, which he indulged in 
after life by rambling over almost every quarter 
of the world. He began his wanderings at the 
age of eighteen, when he emigrated to New 
South Wales, whence he went to Tasmania 
and New Zealand; from which last place 
he embarked for the East Indies. After travel- 
ling over that country from Calcutta to Nepaul, 
he sailed for South America, visiting Buenos 
Ayres, yn Havannah, Vera Cruz, and 
Mexico, closing his American travels by 
a residence of some length at New York. 
During all these journeyings he exercised his 
profession actively, giving concerts, and gaining 
renown every where by his brilliant performances 
on the piano and the violin. In 1845 he arrived 
in London, whither his name had preceded him ; 
and he immediately took his place among the 
ablest virtwosi of the day. tle now made his first essay in dramatic 
composition by the production of “ Maritana,” which was performed 
at Drury Lane, under the management of Mr. Bunn, and met with 
extraordin success, having had an uninterrupted run of nearly a 
hundred nights. His second opera, “ Matilda of fungus,” was pro- 
duced in 1847. It did not become so popular as “ Maritana,” though it 
was regarded by many critics as of equal or even greater merit. Soon 
after the appearance of “ Maritana,” he received an invitation to 
superintend its representation, in a German version, at Vienna, He 
complied, and “ Maritana” was received with as much enthusiasm in the 
Austrian capital as in London. After leaving Germany he went to 
Faris, where he was engaged to compose a work for the Grand Opera,

WILLIAM VINCENT WALLACE, 
when he was seized with a complaint in the eyes, and remained for 
several months nearly blind. A long sea-voyage being recommended 
by his medical pens Mer he sailed, in 1849, for Rio Janeiro, whence 
he went to New Orleans and New York, returning to London in 1852. 
Here he occupied himself in writing operas for the “Pyne 
and Harrison company” and in producing miscellaneous 
vocal and instrument compositions. His principal operas 
were “ Lurline,” “The Amber Witch,” “Love's Triumph,” and “ ‘The 
Desert Flower.” These, his numerous songs, and pieces for the piano- 
forte, which are well known to the public, have given him a place in 
the highest rank of English musicians. About a year ago he went toParis, 
and was soon afterwards attacked by the long and lingering malady

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THE NEW GYMNASIUM AT LIVERPOOL, 
‘Tite sensible and judicious speech of Lord Stanley at the opening of 
the new gymnasium, in Myrtle-street, Liverpool, on Monday week, 
has been generally quoted, and may recommend the practice of healthy 
and invigorating bodily exercises to the youth of other cities and towns. 
His Lordship referred to the fact that the institution which they were 
called upon to inaugurate owed its existence to the energy of his 
friend Mr. Melly, who, aided by a few supporters, had raised the sum 
of £10,000, required for its construction. The total cost had been 
£14,000, but of this £4000 had been raised on mortgage; the re- 
mainder was raised by shares. The yearly expenses would be £1000, 
which, there was no doubt, would be obtained, since the returns for 
the first six months were £700. We present, on Rese , an exterior 
and an interior View of the new building. site, containing 
14 yards, in Mpyrtle-street, one of the most central parts of 
the town, was purchased on lease, The design of Mr. Walter Scott 
was selected, a contract was taken by Messrs. Nicholson and Ayre

The build- 
ing, a8 it now stands, is of most handsome construction externally, 
and of admirable proportions, The area — is 1450 square y: 
On the ground floor is the central hall, 105 ft. long, 75 ft. wide, and 
60 ft. high. There is a wide gallery on the first floor, running round 
the side of the hall, and also a fine room, to be used as a school of 
arms, in which M. Durbec, a skilled swordsman of acknowledged - 
tation, will hold joint dominion with Mr. Jem Mace, whose ability 
with the gloves no one will be inclined to dispute. In addition to 
these, there are dreasing-rooms, lavatories, and bath-rooms for both 
sexes, and private Pye roy for the gymnasiarch and officials. As 
to the apparatus, if we say that it has been supplied regardless of 
expense, though using a hackneyed phrase, we s only simple fact. 
The large hall presents to the eye an array of ladders, bars, ropes, and 
cets, which to the uninitiated is hopelessly bewildering. We have 
been through the whole building (says the Lanpest Albion), and were 
unfeignedly pleased with everything we saw. Mr. age the 
koown master of athletic sports and exercises, under whose super- 
endence these arrangements have been completed, has had a most 
extensive experience both in England and on the Continent ; and we 
may safely say that everything the most accomplished gymnast may 
jesire will here be found. The institution has been virtually open 
for some weeks, and we are pleased to observe that over 600 members 
are already enrolled. The ladies’ classes, and the youths’ classes, for 
the day, have been so far very successful, and promise to be still more 
so. The same may be said of the evening classes. In the centre of 
the hall is a large open space, wherein a considerable number of 
pupils may be exercised at one time. The scene from the 
gallery at eight o'clock in the evening, when the classes com- 
mence, is a most animated and pleasing one. From 100 to 150 
or 200 finely-built athletes, with iron muscle and unflinching nerve 
observable in every movement, are here, there, and e here, and 
tll performing some feat of grace or strength. One, with a little of 
the seaman in his blood, runs up the rigging with an agility that 
many an old tar might envy. Here a brawny youth is wieldin 
gracefully a pair of heavy clubs; and there, again, a little knot o 
competitors are trying to outdo each other with seemingly impossible 
feats on the bar. In the centre a class, under the ion of Mr, 
Hulley, are ventilating their lungs a little by a series of graceful 
movements, which in unison have a very pretty effect. Everywhere 
there is activity, and sooner or later, as the case may be, everyone en- 
gaged will feel the benefit. By the courtesy of Mr. Hulley, ladies and 
gentlemen are now admitted nightly to the 'y ; and we are sure 
that all who pay the gymnasium a visit will agree with us that they 
have been gratified with what they have seen, and that they will do 
ail they can to make the institution a success,

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MEMBERS OUT OF PARLIAMENT. 


THE electoral entertainments, which are chocunely prevalent just 
now, have been in a manner customary in the city of Oxford. There 
are annual banquets, more than one, in that famous town at which 
the members for the borough are paraded, and at which the angu- 
larities of political opposition are, as it were, hidden under the flowers 
which decorate the festive tables.

Escaping from what must be excused as a lon 
parenthesis, and returning to Sxford and its members, it may be call 
that, on the particular occasion to which we wish to refer, Mr, Cardwell 
displayed one of his specialties not above alluded to—that of seeming to 
be intensely oracular ; and his colleague, Mr. Neate, set up a rough imita- 
tion of that development of the Secretary for the Colonies, and talked 
of the prospects of the future and the chances of the reconstructed 
Ministry in a shake-of-the-head and I-could-an-if-I-would style that 
was half comic.

LADY THERESA LEWIS. 


Lady Theresa Lewis, an agreeable and successful writer and a lady 
greetiyextecmod for ber intellect amiable manners, tnd benevolence, was the

Lewis, Bart., M.P., P.O., the eminent statesman and writer, who died April 
18, 1863. Lady Lewis was an able, industrious, and varied con- 
tributor to literature. Her two novels, “ The Semi-Detached House” and 
“The Semi-Attached Couple,” were very popular; and her “Lives of the 
Friends and Contemporaries of Lord Chancellor Clarendon,” illustrative of the 
interesting family portraits at the seat of Lord Clarendon, The Grove, 
Watford, was a valuable biographical work. Her last and just published pro- 
duction was “‘ The Letters of the late Miss Berry,” a book charmingly edited 
by her Ladyship. The much-lamented death of Lady Theresa Lewis occurred 
on the 9th ., after a short illness, at the house of the Rev. Dr. Cradock, 
Principal, Brasenose College, Oxford. 


MRS. GASKELL. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Cleghorn Gaskell, a novelist and writer of much talent and 
deserved popularity, died on the 12th inst. Her maiden name was Stevenson. 
She was in 1822, and was married to the Rev. William Gaskell, a 
highly- Unitarian minister stationed at Manchester, and had four 
daughters, of whom one is married to the son of the late Mr. Justice Crompton. 
Mrs. Gaskell’s first novel, “ Mary Barton,” in 1548, attracted general attention 
and established her literary reputation. This work depicts the ones of 
the working cotton-spinner with the ills of poverty, and gives many forcible 
illustrations of the evil of strikes. Mrs. Gaskeli shortly afterwards published 
“The Moorland Cottage,” a Christmas book; and in 1830 she brought out 
“Ruth.” Mrs. Gaskell was a contributor to //ousehold Words, the most 
prominent of her articles there being some sketches of life in a village, 
under the title of “Cranford.” In 1857 she produced an interesting biograp! y 
of her friend Charlotte Bronté (Currer Bell), author of ‘‘ Jane Eyre.” Mrs. 
Gaskell was also author of “ North and South,” “ Round the Sofa,” “ Right 
at Last,” and of numerous contributions to the periodicals of the day. 


M. DUPIN, AISNE. 
Andrew Marie John James Dupin, a celebrated French lawyer, advocate, 





Dupin, still living, the engineer and statistician, and Philip Dupin, 
ed , deceased. They were the sons of M. Dupin, a member 
of the first Legislative Assembly, who suffered imprisonment and nearly 
lost his life during the Reign of Terror. Andrew, the eldest, the 
subject of this notice, was born Feb. 1, 1783, at Varzy, in the de- 
partment of ia Nitvre, then part of the province of Nivernais. He was 
educated by his father, and afterwards pursued the study of the law in 
Paris, and was admitted to the Bar in 1500, at the age of seventeen, and 
took his degree of Doctor of Law two years later. Being disappointed in his 
effort to obtain a vacant professorship at the Ecole de Droit, he turned his 
attention more particularly to his profession as a practising barrister, and, 
from the brilliancy of his language, the extent of hie learning, and the 
lucidity of his understanding, he soon acquired a great reputation. He 
sat in the Chamber of Representatives for ChAteau-Chinon, a town of the 
Nitvre, for a short time in 1815, and then formed part of the Liberal Oppo- 
sition. He failed, however, to be re-elected for the new Chamber on the 
second return of Louis XVIII. Under the Restoration he became the intrepid 
defender, before the tribunals, of many then accused by the Government. 
He, with M. Berryer, in that sad historic proots, the trial of Marshal Ney, 
energetically acted in thé defence of the prisoner, when all their efforts failed 
to rescue the “ Bravest of the Brave” from death, and the Government from 
the shame of his execution. Another famous procis followed, where Dupin 
defended, with a pl r result—viz., the trial of three British subjec 
Sir Robert Wilson, Mr. Hutchinson (afterwards Earl of Dononghmore), an 
Mr. Bruce, who gloried in their chivalrous offence— the escorting safely beyond 
the French frontier M. Lavalette, whom the devotion of a wife set free 
from the condemned cell. Their trivial sentence, three months’ im: ment, 
was looked on as a victory; and even this sentence Louis XVIII. (who, 
to his honour, was suspected of secretly aiding the escape) would have 
remitted for an apology, but they refused to make it. M. Dupin also 
defended in the legal proceedings instituted against Aix, Savary, and 
the Duke de Vicence. In fact, in all the political trials of the time 
his eloquence was employed against aught savouring of juridical oppression. 
He was counsel for all the journals subject to Government prose- 
cution, amongst them being the Débats, for an article that made 
great noise at the period. These legal struggles procured for Dupin an 
immense popularity. In 1819 he refused to accept from the Government the 
post of Secretary-General to the Min of Justice, with the annual salary 
of 40,000f., and 2 een of an appointment as Councillor of State. He 
was, in 1829, el BA&ionnier (or head) of the Order of Advocates of Paris.

He, however, aided in the establishment of 
the new dynasty, and he it was who imposed on Louis Phili the title of “ King 
of the French,” instead of that of “ Philip VIL., King of France. 
On that oocasion M. Dupin remarked, “The Duke of Orleans is called to the 
throne, not because, but in spite of his being a Bourbon.” Dupin was forth- 
with made Procureur- to the Court of Cassation. He showed himself 
one of the firmest and most sensible supporters of the Orleanist dynasty. He 
even on one occasion in their favour risked his life from the fury of the mob. 
He was elected President of the Chamber in 1832, and, during the eight years 
which followed, occupied the same at different intervals. His name was 
also included in the majority of Ministerial combinations of the time, but he 
declined invitations to accept office both in 1839 and 1840. At the revolution 
of 1848 it was Dupin who ted the Count de Paris to the Chamber 
as King of the French and the Duchess of Orleans as Regent. After 
that M. Dupin still maintained his post of Procureur-Gén¢éral. He laboured 
actively, for the sake of order, in the establishment of the Republic, and was 
appointed President of the Committee of Legislation. After the election of 
the 10th of December he supported the home and foreign policy of Louis 
Napoleon ; and, in addition, approved of the expedition to Rome. He was 
then elected President of the National Assembly, of which he was a member 
for bis native department of the Nievre. His post of Procureur-Général he 
only resigned on the decree confiscating the property ef the Orleans family. 
In 1857 he returned, at the wish of the Emperor, to the office of Procureur- 
Général in the Court of Cassation. M. Dupin was the author of numerous 
legal — = —~ J _ papettes at the Ber was 4 
enormous, © was nearly thirty years a Knight Grand Cross 
on ng Honour.

In the Philosophical Magazine for November Mr. Alfred Bird 
describes the construction of a cheap water-barometer (ata cost not exceeding 
£3, exclusive of a gasfitter’s time). Mr. Bird givesachart showing how 
much more sensitive the water-barometer is than the mercurial one. During 
a storm on July 20, 1859, the water column rose and fell in a remarkable 
manner, when the mercurial column showed very little oscillation. In this 
number is a paper, by Mr. G. L. Ulex, demonstrating the general existence of 
copper in the animal kingdom. This metal has been detected in the feed, 
blood, &c., of man, oxen, birds, and fish, in the yelk of hens’ eggs, and in all 
other animals where it was sought for, As animals live in part, directly or in- 
directly, upon plants, copper must exist in them ; and, as plants derive their 
substance from the soil or sea-water, copper must be diffused through both of 
these media. This has been proved by the researches of Meissner, Commailie, 
Durocher, Malaguti, and others. This number slso contains mathematical 
papers by Mr. Justice Cockle and Mr. Cayley, and several papers from foreign 
journals which have been already noticed in our columns, 


In the Annals of Natural Eistory for November we have, 
besides the continuations of monographs, by Mesers. G. Gulliver, H. W. Bates, 
and others, a note by Dr. Carperter, in which he defends the zoological 
character of the earliest known fossil, the Eozotin canadense, against the 
aspersions of Professor King. Dr. Samuel —e, who lately investigated 
the structure of the leg of the ostrich, gives the result of his examination 
of the muscular anatomy of the leg of the crocodile, in which the interlacing 
of the tendons is remarkably complex. The crocodile, resting on mud, pro- 
greases chiefly by using his hind feet as paddies, and in this use of them the 
great caudal extensor of the thigh is the most important muscle employed ; 
and the simultaneity of the action of the leg "a to be fully secured by 
the above-mentioned interlacing of the tendons. r. John Blackwall, whor« 
name is now permanently connected with the subject, gives a series of de- 
scriptions of a number of new species of spiders from the east of Central 
Africa. Among the miscellaneous notes is one by M. T. Lestiboudois main- 
taining the existence of liquid and solid matters in the trachean vessels of 
plante. Among other instances, he refers to the case of an old vine-stem, on 
the surfaces of which, when cut to pieces, were found filaments of gummy 
matter five or six millimetres in length, which had issued from the large 
vessels. Hence it appear that, even at an advanced age, the trachean vessels 
may contain not only gaseous bodies, but substances which sometimes acg uir: 
a great density. 


In an article “On Gravity and Magnetic Inclination,” in the 
American Journal of Science, Mr. P. EB. Chase, after remarking on Father 
Secchi’s conclusion that “the phenomena hitherto known ef the diurnal 
magnetic variations may be explained by supposing that the sun acte upon 
the earth as a very powerful magnet at a great distance,” describes some of 
these anomalies, and points out some relations existing between the gravitation 
currents and the dip of the needle. By reference to the observations of Sabine, 
Bache, and others, he finds that the greatest daily disturbance of inclination 
occurs about noon ; that at (magnetically) inter-tropical meteorological stations 
the dip is diminished, but at extra-tropical stations it is increased in the middle of 
the day ; and that increasing temperature and increasing solar altitude augment 
the inclination curves. In addition to these conclusions, Mr. Chase states 
that, in regard to the declination, the currents manifest a tendency to follow 
the lines of most direct ocean communication between the warmest and the 
coldest portions of the globe, the general declination being westerly in tho 
Atlantic and easterly in the Pacific Oceans. We have no space for further 
results, but merely add that, in relation to these questions, Mr. Chase refers to 
the prophetic remark of Professor Faraday, that ** a few years ago magnetism 
was to us an occult power, affecting only a few bodies; now it is found to 
influence all bodies and to possess the most intimate relations with electricity, 
heat, chemical action, light, crystallisation, and, through it, with the forces 
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concerned with cohesion ; and we may, in the present state of things, well 
feel urged to continue our labours, encouraged by the hope of bringing it into 
a bond of union with gravity itself.” 


Mr. W. F. Barrett, of the Royal Institution Laboratory, has 
communicated to the Philosophical Magazine an account of some physical 
effects produced by the contact of ah: flame with various bodies. When 
conducting experiments for Professor , on the nature of the radiation 
emitted by various solids heated by means of a hydrogen flame, Mr. Barrett 
perceived a deep blue colour to arise on the surface of several of the subetances 
examined, as soon as the flame came into actual contact with the body. 
Careful examination of this coloration showed that the colour was restricted 
to the place where the hydrogen was in combustion, giving in section an 
image of the construction of the flame. The blueness was proved to be due to 
no foreign element in the gas) It appeared on various substances, taken at 
random, such as pieces of granite, metal tubing, but not on all substances ; 
and a classification of the substances experimented upon, according to the 
effects produced, led to no information as to the cause. Mr. Barrett then 
imagined it to be a new kind of fluorescence, differing from that discovered by 
Professor Stokes. An experiment revealed the source of the phenomenon, and 
succeeding trials proved that it was entirely due to the combustion of sulphur 
deposited on the surface of the body.
